On this ground, 
a large proportion of your ministers, living entirely on the 
contributions of their hearers, have no opportunity of 
providing for their families after their decease. You, 
brethren, by the blessing of God on your diligent attention 
to business, are generally enabled to meet this difficulty. 
You have business in which to bring up your children — 
from their early years, but they seldom have ; and when 
you have ‘taught them an honourable calling you can 
spare something to set them up in wade, ine it is rarely 
so with ‘them. 
Yet the post your 1s 
and important. Regardless of the sneers of the irre- — 
ligious, they feel it to be so. To be chosen and approved 
by a Christian congregation, next to the choice and 
approbatiqn of Christ, is their highest ambition. This 
honour, however, involves them in circumstances which 
require your consideration. You expect them to main- 
_ tain a respectable appearance, both in their persons and 
_ famihes ; but to do this, and at the same time to pay 
every one; his due, often renders it provide 
for futurity.

The case o superannuated or ministers who 
by affliction permanently laid aside from their work, 
has @ serious influence on the well-being of the churches. 
Where no provision of this kind is made, every humane 
and Christian feeling revolts at the idea of dismissing 
an aged and honourable man, even though his work is 
done. Yet if the congregation continue to support -him, 


they may be unable to support: another. The consequence 


is, in a few years the congregation is dwindled

’ Societies of this kind have sometimes refused to admit 
persons as receiving members who are of a certain age; 
and when younger persons enter have required them 
to pay a sum proportioned to the amount of the fund 
at the time : but we wish our society to be formed on 
the principles of brotherly love, and to contain as many 
inducements as possible for ministers, particularly those 


of the association, to unite in it. If all our congregations 


will make one liberal collection at the outset, (and we 
doubt not that they will,) this will raise the fund to 
one thousand pounds, and so will set the institution on — 
it’s feet; and if those individuals in each congregation 
who can afford it will become annual subscribers, a few 
years will raise it to two thousand; in which case it 1s 
clearly the interest of all our ministers to unite in it. 
If\ some of them should have no occasion to receive of 
it’s benefits, they will have the satisfaction of assisting — 
their poorer biethren.
